A. In a report dated it Juxie i^3 ffon an uiicrvalxiatcd source 
it was alleged that Gustave ttEmfYEY, a representative of the 
Hungarian Itetlonal Conralttee in Germany, was to be ccBKissloned 
to c. iJBte a political intelligence orga^tatlon within the fraae- 
work of the CcsBlttee for Free Suropc and the Hungarian Rational 
Ccmlttee« It was further indicated that no concrete kxjowicdgc 
of any Intelligence activity on the part of Subject had yet been 
found* 

B* Reports during April 1952 indicated that .Subject, who was 
granted a visa to enter the IhcUted States on 21 Roveafcer 195^, 
was denied on extension of this visa beyond the expiration date 
of 21 March 1952* The reports Indicated further that z»lther 
Subject nor his es^ployer, the National Council for Free Kurope 
(RCFE), had been able to detenoix^ idiy his case was held in 
suspense* Source stated that the RCF1S had pleaded that denial 
of Subject *8 pemit to visit the United States would deeply 
affect the work of the Hungarian Rational Cosi&ittee. 

C* Reports frOB an unevaluated source coapiled during August 
19t|>9 and January 1950 reflect the following assertions coocem* 
lag Subject: 

!• Subject was a double agent, seild to have a Coosunist attitude, 
and was "laarked by Hungarians as a CoBnunist*** 

2. Subject caused great difficulties ('’with regard to future 
eoigratlon') for Huxsgarlans who liad fled Hungary and was accused 
of instigating delivery of thousands of Hungarian officers fron 
the Anericazis to the r>ovlet8 after the war, resulting in the 
death of all the Hungarians* 

3* The struggle against Subject was led by the ''Hungarian 
CouBcU In OsKMany" which functlcn>ed in Londshut, Bavaria, 
and **eajOQrod a good reputotion."

enigre vaa arrested by the Sovleta and held ea hostage vhea the 
eatgre fled Hungary-

Svibject vaa being terraaaed (aa vaa the practice aaxmg aBigrea), 
and that the Aaerleaaa tharefore did not take nany of the 
aasertlons agalnat Subject seriously, ihe only proof (at the 
tine) vaa a leaflet (sic) signed by '"antl^Phsclsts" , but be- 
lieved to be a purely Cnaunlwt dnemnt-
